Cotton... A Great World's Crop 


By A. L. Hawkins 


Agricultural Extension

International H arvester Co. 


We have in cotton a crop unsur­ 
passed in economic importance 
or 
variety of uses—fabrics of all kinds, 
feeds, oils, etc.—and with the possi­ 
ble exception of wheat, it is grown 
over a wider expanse 
of 
territory 
than any other crop. 


The world’s production 
for 1927, 
the last year on which 
figures 
are 
available, was 28,900,000 bales, val­ 
ued at almost an incalculable sum of 
money. 
For the 10-year period end­ 
ing in 1928 the average annual yield 
in the United States was 12,785,000 
bales. 
It demands a long, warm growing 
season and will thrive in a very 
hot 
climate, so long as there is plenty of 
moisture supplied either through rain 
or irrigation. Because it requires six 
to seven months to m ature, it is lit­ 
tle affected by adverse seasons. There 
may be temporary checks but rarely, 
if ever, will they be serious enough 
to reduce the crop more than a quar­ 
ter to one-third—such a thing as 
a 
half-crop practically unknown. 
Aside from 
the 
United 
States 
which produces more than 
one-half 
the world’s supply, India, China, Eg­ 
ypt, Brazil, Salvador, Ecuador, 
Co­ 
lombia, Mexico, Peru and Russia are 
next in order. 
There are many oth­ 
er countries and provinces where cot­ 
ton growing is a comparatively im­ 
portant 
and 
profitable 
industry. 
Among 
these 
are Australia, Dutch

pan, Korea, Spain,

by the storms or rain, so that ittle 
unavoidable damage to the crop oc­ 
curs.

most other kinds. 
Large areas 
of 
Brazil

greater relative importance in

Some Helpful Hints in Planning 
Church or Community Suppers

rp o the person not accustomed to quantities of food, planning the 
menu and purchasing for a church or community supper is often 
quite baffling. 
The menu must be good, the food well cooked and 
attractively served, and there must be plenty to take care of a large 
attendance. 
Two menus suggested below are practical for large 
groups. 
The quantities here are planned to serve fifty people and 
easily may be multiplied if a larger group is to be served. 
If you ex­ 
pect to participate in organizing a church supper, you will wish to slip 
these suggestions into your recipe file for future reference.

Edward Bates of St. Louis never 
became president of the United S tat­ 
es as many Missourians advocated in 
I860, but he did become a member of 
President Lincoln’s cabinet in one of 
the greatest crises of American his­ 
tory, and is known today as one 
of 
Missouri’s most noted men. 
Seventy-two years ago this week, 
on Jan u ary 29, 1860, the Opposition 
or Constitutional 
Union 
party 
of 
Missouri met in Jefferson City and 
proposed Edward Bates for president 
of the United States. 
Bolters from 
this convention met in the same city 
on March 1, but they too voted 
to 
support Bates. 
Even 
the 
Republi 
cans, who convened at St. Louis 
on 
March 10, instructed their delegates 
for Bates. 
Bates was a former Whig of long 
standing, but when the issues lead­ 
ing to the Civil War cut across party 
lines breaking down old parties and 
rearing up new ones, he became 
an 
avowed Republican. 
Bates had burst 
into national 
prominence 
in 
1847 
when at Chicago as chairman of an 
Internal 
Improvements 
Convention, 
he startled the nation and political 
leaders with a speech 
so 
eloquent 
th at newspaper reporters forgot 
to 
record his words. 
Among those who 
heard that speech were Horace Gree­ 
ley and Abraham Lincoln himself. 
Bates’ speech of 1847 was still re ­ 
sounding when the Republican 
N a­ 
tional Convention assembled in Chi­ 
cago in May of 1860. 
Supported by 
several leaders, Bates polled 
forty- 
eight votes for president on the first 
ballot, only to be lost in the 
tide 
that carried Lincoln to victory on its

Convention. 
Bates later became Mis 
souri V first State 
attorney-general,

The technical foundation of radio 
was completed in 1913. 
It had not 
taken very long to do the job. Mar­ 
coni had patented the use of electro­ 
magnetic waves for 
communication 
without wires in 1896. 
Five 
years 
later he patented the first great im­ 
provement, an arrangem ent of coils 
and condensers that enabled the user 
to tune out all waves except those he 
wanted to receive. 
Professor Braun 
in Germany had patented the 
same 
idea. In 1905 Dr. J. A. Fleming, on 
behalf of Marconi, was granted 
a 
patent on the two-element tube, prac­ 
tically useless except as a rectifier; 
two years later 
de Forest received 
his patent on the far more important 
third element. 
In 1913 the General Electric Com­ 
pany sought to patent the high-vac- 
uum 
tube, 
the 
W estern 
Electric 
claiming credit for the same 
thing. 
And in 1913 E. H. Armstrong patent­ 
ed 
the 
so-called 
feedback 
circuit 
which turned the three-element tube 
into a sending as well as a receiving 
device, a patent which was disputed 
by Dr. de Forest to whom the feed­ 
back patent was awarded by the Su­ 
preme Court in 1931. 
In the mean­ 
time, however, Armstrong had 
re­ 
ceived $400,000 for his claim. 
These patents, plus the Fessenden 
patents covering the heterodyne cir­ 
cuit, would have made possible radio 
broadcasting in 1914 if they had all 
been 
in 
one ownership. 
But they 
were not. 
The 
American 
Marconi 
Company, the General Electric Com­ 
pany, the American Telephone 
and 
Telegraph Company and E. H. Arm­ 
strong, with 
his 
associates, 
each 
owned some of them. 
So the General 
Electric bought American Marconi, 
lock, stock and barrel, 
coming into 
possession of its 
basic 
patents 
in­ 
cluding those covering the two-ele­ 
ment tube. 
W ith the 
Alexanderson 
alternator and the Langmuir claims 
to the high-vacuum tube in its hands, 
j General Electric was now in a posi­ 
tion to give its competitors in 
the 
radio business a real run for 
their 
money. 
To do the racing, Owen 
D. 
Young, the lawyer-president of 
the 
General Electric, organized the Radio 
Gorporation of America and made it 
the custodian of all General Electric 
radio patents and activities. 
As a countermove General Elec­ 
trics closest competitor, the Westing- 


house Electric & Manfacturing Co. 
of Pittsburgh, promptly bought the 
Armstrong feedback and the Fessen­ 
den heterodyne patents.

We have in cotton a crop unsur­ 
passed in economic importance

variety of uses—fabrics of all kinds, 
feeds, oils, etc.—and with the possi­ 
ble exception of wheat, it is grown

The world’s production 
for 1927, 
the last year on which 
figures 
are 
available, was 28,900,000 bales, val­ 
ued at almost an incalculable sum of 
money. 
For the 10-year period end­ 
ing in 1928 the average annual yield 
in the United States w-as 12,785,000 
bales. 
It demands a long, warm growing 
season and will thrive in a very 
hot 
climate, so long as there is plenty of 
m oisture supplied either through rain 
or irrigation. Because it requires six 
to seven months to m ature, it is lit­ 
tle affected by adverse seasons. There 
may be temporary checks but rarely, 
if ever, will they be serious enough 
to reduce the crop more than a quar­ 
ter to one-third—such a thing as

half-crop practically unknown.

Edw ard B ates of St. Louis never 
becam e president of the United S ta t­ 
es as m any M issourians advocated in 
1860, but he did become a mem ber of 
P resident Lincoln’s cabinet in one of 
the g rea test crises of Am erican his­ 
tory, and is known today as one 
of 
M issouri’s m ost noted men. 
Seventy-tw o years ago this week, 
on Ja n u ary 29, 1860, the Opposition 
or C onstitutional 
Union 
p arty 
of 
M issouri m et in Jefferson City and 
proposed Edw ard Bates for president 
of the U nited States. 
Bolters from 
this convention m et in the same city 
on M arch 1, but they too voted 
to 
support Bates. 
Even 
the 
Republi­ 
cans, who convened at St. Louis 
on 
M arch 10, instructed th eir delegates 
fo r Bates. 
B ates w as a form er W hig of long 
standing, but when the issues lead­ 
ing to the Civil W ar cut across p arty 
lines breaking down old parties and 
rea rin g up new ones, he became 
an 
avowed Republican. 
Bates had burst 
into national 
prominence 
in 
1847 
w hen a t Chicago as chairm an of an 
In tern al 
Im provem ents 
Convention, 
he startled the nation and political 
leaders w ith a speech 
so 
eloquent 
th a t new spaper reporters forgot 
to 
record his words. 
Among those who 
heard th a t speech were Horace Gree­ 
ley and A braham Lincoln himself. 
B ates’ speech of 1847 w as still re ­ 
sounding when the Republican 
N a­ 
tional Convention assem bled in Chi 
cago in May of 1860. 
Supported by 
several leaders, Bates polled 
forty 
eight votes for president on the first 
ballot, only to be lost in the 
tide 
th a t carried Lincoln to victory on its 
crest. 
W hen Lincoln came to select 
his 
cabinet shortly after the election, his 
first choice went to Bates. 
The Mis­ 
souri m an hesitated to accept a cab­ 
inet post, but in the face of a nation­ 
al em ergency, felt he had no right to 
refuse the office of attorney-general. 
B ates’ appointm ent was one 
accept­ 
able to both the North and the South, 
for he was both a strong Union m an, 
and a form er slave-owner who 
had 
freed his slaves. 
Bates was the old­ 
est m em ber of Lincoln’s cabinet. 
T h e 
which M issouri and 
the natiaa_reposed in Bates was well- 
founded as his record in this S tate 
hows. 
Bates was born a t Belmont, 
V irginia, on Septem ber 4, 1793. At 
tw enty years of age he cam e to M is­ 
souri, w here his brother, Frederick 
Bates, held offices ranging from Sec­ 
re ta ry of the T erritory and Record­ 
er of Lands, to th a t of second gover­ 
nor of the S tate. 
In 1814 B ates began studying law 
under Rufus E aston. 
He was adm it­ 
ted to the bar in 1816 and in 1818 ap ­ 
pointed district atto rn ey of 
Missou­ 
ri T erritory. 
In 1820 he w as a mem­ 
ber of M issouri’s first C onstitutional 
Convention. 
B ates la ter becam e Mis­ 
souri's • first S tate 
attorney-general, 
member of th e legislature and a Con­ 
gressm an. 
On being defeated for re- 
election to C ongress by Spencer P et­ 
tis, he actively took up law practice. 
He had m arried in 1823, 
Julia 
D. 
Coalter, and to them w ere born sev 
enteen children. 
Bates’ speech at Chicago 
in 
1847 
brought him national reputation, and 
in 1850 he w as appointed Secretary 
of W ar by President 
Fillm ore. 
To 


the am azem ent of the nation, B ates 
declined the appointm ent. 
In 
1852 


B ates was president of the Whig N a­ 
tional Convention a t Baltimore, and 
was m entioned for the 
presidential 


nom ination. 
By 1860 B ates was 
a 
recognized 


leader in national affairs. 
Lincoln 


considered him a strong presidential 
candidate, and the sam e opinion w as 
held by other political leaders. B ates 
spoke for Lincoln in the cam paign of 
1860, but when called to a cabinet 
position, he would have preferred to 
decline, but felt th a t he was needed 
in the 
pending 
crisis. 
The 
record 
B ates m ade in Lincoln’s cabinet is 
a 
lasting m onum ent. 
It was he who 
decided the legal points which arose 
during the 
Civil 
W ar. 
When 
the 
Cabinet wavered, it w as Bates 
who 
gave it stability and counselled w ith 
common 
sense. 
B ates’ 
solidity 
of 
character gave Lincoln’s cabinet 
a 
needed firm ness. 
W hen the g reat trials of the 
n a ­ 
tion was nearing a close, and the a f ­ 
fairs of governm ent were bright w ith 
victory, Edw ard Bate* on November 
24, 1864, resigned as attorney-gener­ 
al. a t the age of seventy-one. 
He re ­ 
tired to 
St. Louis, 
w here he 
died 
M arch 25, 1869. 
A m onument to him 
stands in F orest P ark at St. Louis.

taken very long to do the job. Mar­ 


coni had patented the use of electro­ 


magnetic wave3 for 
communication 
without wires in 1896. 
Five 
years 
later he patented the first great im­ 
provement, an arrangem ent of coils 
and condensers that enabled the user 
to tune out all waves except those he 
wanted to receive. 
Professor Braun 
in Germany had patented the 
same 
idea. In 1905 Dr. J. A. Fleming, on 
behalf of Marconi, was granted 
a 
patent on the two-element tube, p rac-: 
tically useless except as a rectifier; 
two years later 
de Forest received 
his patent on the far more important 
third element. 
In 1913 the General Electric Com­ 
pany sought to patent the high-vac- 
uum 
tube, 
the 
W estern 
Electric 
claiming credit for the same 
thing. 
And in 1913 E. H. Arm strong patent­ 
ed 
the 
so-called 
feedback 
circuit 
which turned the three-element tube 
into a sending as well as a receiving 
device, a patent which was disputed 
by Dr. de Forest to whom the feed­ 
back patent was awarded by the Su­ 
preme Court in 1931. 
In the mean­ 
time, however, Armstrong had 
re­ 
ceived $400,000 for his claim. 
These patents, plus the Fessenden 
patents covering the heterodyne cir­ 
cuit, would have made possible radio 
broadcasting in 1914 if they had all 
been 
in 
one ownership. 
But they 
were not. 
The 
American 
Marconi 
Company, the General Electric Com­ 
pany, the American Telephone 
and 
Telegraph Company and E. H. Arm 
strong, with 
his 
associates, 
each 
owned some of them. 
So the General 
Electric bought American Marconi, 
lock, stock and barrel, 
coming 
into 
possession of its 
basic 
patents 
in­ 
cluding those covering the two-ele 
ment tube. 
With the 
Alexanderson 
alternator and the Langm uir claims 
to the high-vacuum tube in its hands, 
i General Electric was now in a posi­ 
tion to give its competitors in 
the 
radio business a real run for 
their 
money. 
To do thte racing, Owen 
D. 
Young, the lawyer-president of 
the 
General Electric, organized the Radio 
Gorporation of America and made it 
the custodian of all General Electric 
radio patents and activities. 
As a countermove General Elec­ 
trics closest competitor, the Westing- 


house Electric & 
M anfacturing Co. 


of Pittsburgh, promptly bought the 


Arm strong feedback and the Fessen­ 


den heterodyne patents. 
But an a t­ 


tem pt on the part of Westinghouse to 


establish a transatlantic 
radio-tele­ 


graph business never got out of the 
trenches; Owen D. Young, 
through 


exclusive traffic arrangem ents 
with 


foreign countries, had already pre­ 


empted th a t field. 
The American Telephone 
& Tele­ 
graph Co., just entering on a decade 
of enormous expansion, owned rights 
to the de Forest basic patent on the 
three-element 
tube. 
It 
was 
using 
thousands of these devices 
in 
its 
long-distance lines and fighting Gen­ 
eral Electric tooth and nail for this 
right to use the high vacuum 
tube. 
It had no intention to go in for radio 
as such, except to protect its huge 
telephone business. 
Another factor 
was

Fruit Company, controlled the p at­ 
ents on the crystal detector, still 
of 
importance in wireless work. 
Thus the radio industry was dead­ 
locked. 
Four or five concerns 
con­ 
trolled the exclusive right

and sell vital parts of the same ap­ 
paratus. N either of them could m an­ 
ufacture and sell an efficient

set, either receiving or sending, with­ 
out stepping on the patent toes 
of 
several strong competitors. 
In a somewhat similar situation in 
the automobile industry Henry Ford 
Had taken the 
patent 
bull by

horns and thrown the animal. He had 
gone into court and stayed there until 
he had dem onstrated th at the patents 
used to browbeat the automotive in- 
dustVy were invalid, a mere bogy. He 
had both the courage and the 
re 
sources to do the job and set the in­ 
dustry free. 
Owen D. Young chose 
a different 
course. 
Instead of attem pting to set 
the industry free by encouraging

thorough test of the

patents 
claims in the courts, he urged 
the 
creation of a huge patent pool by the 
principal 
competitors, 
surrounding 
this patent pool with legal

wire and machine guns to prevent 
court tests of the patent claims.
